And the fact that Strathmore had 
broken away from Porterville high 
school to form a new district, tak- 
ing, Mr. Lightner, who had coach- 
ed football at Porterville, in the 
process, set the stage for as bitter 
a rivalry as any that existed in 
the valley. 

Beard well recalls that 1927 
game at Strathmore; it was a 
rock-em-sock-em affair right from 
the beginning and ended in a 0-0 
tie. Rule’ then was that a tie 
game was settled by placing the 
ball on the 50 yard line, letting

Porterville had started the 1928 
season by playing a 0-0 tie with 
the Bakersfield Drillers, then 
coached by Goldie Griffith. ‘The 
Drillers were state champions in 
those days, and didn’t like that 
tie; when they met Porterville in 
valley playoffs at the end of the 
Season, they poured it on, 51-7, 
which Beard no doubt remembers 
as the roughest afternoon during 
his 30 years in Porterville. 


Lettermen on the 1928 county 
championship team were: Bessey, 
Tex Brogden, Brovelli, Brown, Bob 
Craig, Jess Eckles, Pete Hinton, 
Louis Fittro, Lamb, Eugene Lind- 
gren, Les Means, Pierce, Quares- 
ma, Walker Spellman, Leland 
Sickles, Traylor, White and Whit- 
ney. 


Beard came to Porterville as a 
football coach after he had been 
interviewed, while attending sum- 
mer school at the University of 
California, by the late.W. A. Fer- 


guson, then Porterville high 
school superintendent. He con- 
tinued: as football coach until 


1932, took the Porterville college 
basketball team for two seasons, 
then retired from coaching to de- 
vote his time to administration 
and special school work. 

In 1930 he became a vice prin- 
cipal at Porterville high school; 
in 1946 he resigned from the high 
school staff, and later took a part- 
time job as assistant to Emmett 
Berry, then Porterville Plemen- 
tary school superintendent. 

In 1947, Beard became a full- 
time assistant to Berry, then, in 
1948 was named acting superin- 
tendent of the Porterville Elemen- 
tary system while Berry took a 
leave of absence to do _ special 
work for the state of California. 

Following Berry’s resignation 
in 1949, Beard became superin- 
tendent and hag held the position 
since that time. 

In looking back to the first 
years that he was in Porterville, 
Beard recalls with affection his 
assistant coach at Porterville high 
school, the late Pop Hamlin. He 
is also high in his praise of Bro- 
velli, who he classes not only as 
a great football player, but a na- 
tural leader, a fine sportsman and 
a highly cooperative individual. 

“In fact most of the boys who 
played for me during those first 
years were smart,’’ Beard says. 
“In checking , on them now you 
find them as business men, attor- 
neys, ranchers, prominent leaders 
in their communities. The quali- 


ties that have made them success- 
ful in later life made them a tough

team to beat when they were play- 
ing high school football.’”’ 

In commenting on football 
changes during the 30 years since 
he first coached in Porterville, 
Beard says that he used the single 
wing (they still use it at UCLA 
and elsewhere) plus double wing 
formations.. 

He had seen California’s Won- 
der Team play ball and was im- 
pressed by their quick kicks; as a 
result, he used the quick kick 
more than it is used in modern 
football. 

And running plays worked from 
power and reverses, with some 
passing, rather than from the 
quick openers and _ considerable 
passing as in today’s game. 

Beard played four years of foot- 
ball at Carthage college in Illi- 
nois; he then did graduate work 
at the University of Illinois and 
at Wisconsin. Ha had taught for 
five years in Illinois before he 
and Mrs. Beard came to Califor- 
nia, and Porterville, to live. 

As for trends in education in 
Porterville since 1927, Beard is 
of the opinion that the public and 
parents are more interested in ed- 
ucation now than they were 30 
years ago. 

He believes that the elementary 
schools are doing a better job with 
the individual student, fitting the 
educational program more to the 
abilities of the child. 

He thinks children with high 
IQs are being better educated than 
in the past, he says there is a 
trend now to try to take care of 
the child who is intelligent, but 
who is not learning because 0 
emotional problems. sh 

And Beard produces charts and 
comparisons to show that in Por- 
terville. Elementary schools em- 
phasis on basic subjects — the 
“three Rs’? — has brought results 
that top national averages in most 
cases. 

He believes that in Porterville 
schools there is a constant, yearly 
improvement in the teaching of 
the three Rs.

ANCHORAGE, ALASKA — It’s 
9 p.m., and we have just arrived 
at the International Airport from 
Kenai via the famous “Alaskan 
bush. pilot’? method, a Piper 
Apache owned and’ operated by 
veteran, pilot Jim Hurst. 

Just how these bush pilots fly 
from the sticks to the town in the 
night we don’t know and don’t 
ask. True, we hadn’t intended to 
leave Kenai quite so late but then 
it becomes dark here at about 3:30 
p.m., this time of year anyway and 
the day lights up in the vicinity 
of 9 a.m. When we arrived at 
our plane to take off it was cov- 
ered with frozen snow that had 
to be scraped off the wings and 
tail before taking off. 

Our mission to the Town of
